Leaves alternate, 11 ..5-1 
cm. long, up to 4 cm. wide, 10-14 cm. apart, coriaceous, 
oblong-elliptic, abruptly acuminate at the tip, rounded 
at the base and abruptly contracted intothe short petioles.
